I have drawn orders to the amount of $5,123.68. 

I have spent $3,176.35 on the state work. Of 
this $682.58 was spent on the No. 1 Pittsford road, 
building 55 rods of macadamized road. 

On the No. 2 Clarendon road I built 54 rods of 
graveled work, costing $452 68. 

On the No. 3 West Rutland road I built 205 rods 
of unfinished graveled work, costing $878.13. 

On the No. 8 Grove street road I built 181 rods 
of graveled work. I fixed one stone culvert and put 
in another iron culvert, costing $45. Total cost on 
this road $1,162.96. 

I used two tanks of oil on the Pittsford maca- 
damized road, and also three tanks on the Clarendon 
road going from Burr’s store to the Clarendon line 
The total cost of oil on these two roads was $139 50.
